Society of America send slides from all over 
the world to the annual Exhibition of Nature 
Slides sponsored by the Photochrome Club 
of San Francisco. The nature photography 
can depict all observations of facts and 
phenomena from all branches of natural 
history. From approximately 1,500 entries, 18 
medals are awarded, (including the Califor- 
nia Academy of Sciences’ Gold Medal for the 
“Best Zoological” slide) and the top-scoring 
and prize winning images are assembled 
together in a stunning multi-image presenta- 
tion with commentary and music. 


Albert P. Bekker, who co-produced this 
presentation with his wife Marie, is a lecturer 
and naturalist and current chairman of the 
local chapter of the Photographic Society of 
America.

Two new exhibits open in September! 


Blue Water Plankton is an exhibit of photo- 
graphs by Jonathan Trent, graduate student 
at Scripps Institution of Oceanography, 
which captures the strange beauty and eerie 
quality of strange organisms and fragile 
transparent animals in the clear blue water 
of the open ocean. September 17 through 
January 16, 1983 in Cowell Hall. 


The Eye of Science, opening September 24 
and continuing through January 30, 1983 in 
the Atholl McBean and Patricia Price Peter- 
son Galleries, is an exhibit of color and black 
and white photographs which illustrates how 
new technologies have extended the human 
eye’s ability to see. Collected from the work 
of distinguished scientists, NASA and other 
resources, the exhibit brings together im- 
ages of the once unseeable that have played 
a role in recent important scientific ad- 
vances.

What are researchers discovering about the origins of 
man and how is this research being utilized? Dr. Nancy 
Tanner will demonstrate how scientists are tracing the 
evolution of apes to humans and the development of 
early human social life. Her ethnographic research has 
greatly influenced her work in terms of assumptions 
about early social order and the role of women in pre- 
historic society. For example, she sees women’s work 
in plant gathering as occurring much earlier than hunt- 
ing activities. Dr. Tanner's book, “On Becoming 
Human” combines her ethnographic research with cur- 
rent evolutionary theories and primate studies to trace 
man’s evolution from his earliest origins. 


Author Mrs. Jean M. Auel has helped to popularize 
scientific research about man’s origins in her novels, 
“The Clan of the Cave Bear” and ‘The Valley of 
Horses”. She will discuss the role her extensive ongo- 
ing research into prehistoric times has played in the 
development of her novels, and particularly of their pro- 
tagonist “Ayla”, a Cro-Magnon woman raised by Nean- 
derthals. Ms. Auel has just returned from a month’s ex- 
ploration of anthropological sites and museums in 
France, Czechoslovakia, and the Ukraine. Accom- 
panied by an American anthropologist, she is preparing 
for her third novel in her ‘‘Earth’s Children” series. 


Dr. Tanner and Mrs. Auel will be available to sign copies 
of their books following the presentation. Books will be 
sold at the entrance to Morrison Auditorium.
